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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hollis: 
Greeting :— 


Herewith I submit my third annual report as superintendent 
of your schools, and to it I have attached a report from the 

headmaster of your high school and one from your supervisor of 
musie. 

Of the seven regular teachers in your employ, two are occu- 
pying the same positions they have filled for quite a period of 
years, two more are now completing their third year, one is 
serving the district her second year, and there are but two who 
commenced their terms with the present school year. This 1s a 
very favorable showing for a small town. Your care in selecting 
your teachers together with your policy and good fortune in re- 
taining them has secured merited results in efficiency. Your 
schools are this year again in a condition of which you may have 
pride. 

Your district at its last meeting very generously and wisely 
made provision for the remodelling of its central school plant. 
The improved heating, lighting, ventilating, and sanitary ar- 
rangements, the better accommodations in space, rooms, and 
equipment for the high school work, as well as the better conven- 
iences for lunch and recreation for the school children, puts your 
school plant more in keeping with your other public buildings, 
and more commensurate with the public spirit of your citizens. 
Though the cost may have been considerable, it will be difficult 
to find from an inspection of the plant where many dollars have 
been unwisely or uneconomically expended. The parents of Hol- 
lis may now send their children to school with the assurance 
that after they arrive there, their eyes will not suffer because of 
poor light, their health because of the lack of air, and that they 
will not be obliged to sit in either a cold or an overheated room. 
all of which was more or less problematical in the old plant. 
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It is vital for any community with a continually changing 
population that it furnish school facilities which shall not suffer 
too badly with comparison with those of its neighbors. What a 
community offers for attractions is bound to determine the char- 
acter of its incoming population. People interested in the edu- 
eation of their children will move to those communities only 
which furnish good school facilities. Hollis surely desires no 
other class of immigrants. Although you have been to quite an 
expense in the remodelling of your school building, I believe it 
a wise expenditure of public funds, and that it will prove a good 
investment for the town. 


The new school law requires an appropriation of $5 per 
$1000 of equalized valuation instead of $5 per $1000 of assessed 
valuation, as a qualification for state aid. This would cut down 
the amount of the increased assessment if the cost of maintaining 
the elementary schools remained stationary. However, the pro- 
visions of the law still leaves Hollis enjoying quite a bounty 
from the state. 


Two years ago I found Hollis very short for books and 
scholars’ supplies. Though I have purchased quite freely, I 
have not used up the amount which the state board would have 
allowed for this purpose. It should be the policy of the board 
to ask for an allowance for books and supplies, in the budget 
submitted to the State Board, approximating the maximum 
which would ‘be allowed, and then to see that the full amount 
allowed is economically expended. There is surely no reason 
why Hollis children should not be furnished as generously with 
books and supplies as other children of the state as long as the 
bills are paid from funds assessed on the entire state. Since you 
help to pay all such bills in all state aided towns you should de- 
mand your proportional part. We will need the full allowance 
for several years to come before we are overstocked in our schoois 
in this respect.
